The Russian position la Increas- 
ingly grave, but not one to caube 
the Muscovites to despair. 


So long aa morale—not only mil- 


itary but civilian—holds good and

scale in his effort to reach this 
goal, If he can make the grade, 
he will be In a much better posi- 
tion to carry on a long war. 
It 
he fails, he will face a critical, 
situation in the spring. 
The Bolshevists under 
Marshal 


Budyenny, the old Cossack cav- 
alryman, have beon defending this 
territory inch by Inch. The fight- 
ing Is terrific and In many in- 
stances has reverted to hand-to- 
hand conflict with bayonets, such 
as reported from Odessa. 
If all that way necessary to halt 
this rush was courage and wil- 
lingness to die, It would have been 
been stopped, but the indications 
are that the Reds are suffering 
from a great shortage of supplies 
and equipment. In particular do 
they need tanks and

secured a long-time lease. The FSA 
discourages short 
leases 
under 


which It says tenants have no In- 
centive to follow sound farming 
practices, build up tha land. or 
produce things for home consump- 
tion, being In need of quick cash 
crops Instead. 


In 1935, says the FSA, 48 per 


cent of the tenants In Oklahoma 
and 41 per cent In Texas had mov- 
ed the previous year, at an aver- 
age cost to each family of $75. 
So, with a long lease agreed to, 


a plan was worked out for the 
Harp family to produce most of 
Its necessities on the farm, with 
a few cash crops on the side. 
Then an FSA loan of $713.85— 
just enough to put the plan In 
operation—was mado to Harp for 
purchasing 
livestock, 
canning 


equipment, a few farm tools, seed 
and feed, It also 
provided 
for 


clothing, food and other essontlals 
until Harp could get a start, 


Now things look pretty rosy to 
him.
